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JEAN  PHY  LIS 


A  drought,  during  the  early  part  of  the  season  of  1933,  caused 
the  spikes  of  some  of  the  early  varieties  to  be  slightly  shortened. 
1  he  latter  part  of  the  season  brought  plenty  of  rain,  and  our 
bulbs  made  the  best  development  in  years. 

The  first  Glad  to  bloom  in  our  trial  plot  was  Gypsy  Girl, 
have  grpwn.  This  year  it  bloomed  in  fifty-two  days  from  plant- 
have  grown,  his  year  it  bloomed  in  fifty-two  days  from  plant¬ 
ing,  throwing  a  spike  four  feet  high,  with  twenty  or  more  buds, 
and  having  six  or  seven  five-inch  bloom  open  at  once.  It  is  a 
good  keeper,  and  even  No.  6  bulbs  produced  saleable  spikes  of 
bloom. 

We  took  a  few'  glads  to  the  Century  of  Progress  Gladiolus 
Show,  but  because  they  were  in  boxes  two  days  without  water, 
they  did  not  arrive  there  in  a  very  good  condition.  However, 
despite  this  disadvantage,  Marion  Louise  won  first  prize  as  the 
best  white,  in  competition  with  fresh  cut  Solveig,  Ray  P.  Chase, 
etc. 

We  have  had  fine  spikes  of  Albatross,  Mammoth  White, 
Jonkheer  Van  Tets  and  Solveig,  and  have  not  found  any  that  keep 
better  or  stand  shipping  as  well  as  Marion  Louise.  It  does  not 
grow  quite  as  large  as  some  white  that  we  have,  but  the  others 
are  incomparable  with  it  as  a  commercial  variety. 

We  also  won  second  prize  with  Jean  Phyllis  as  best  new 
pink.  If  we  had  been  able  to  get  it  to  the  show  in  as  good  con¬ 
dition  as  those  that  lived  near  by,  we  are  sure  it  would  not  have 
been  second  place. 

Dorothy  Dell  won  both  second  and  third  prize  as  best  new 
orange,  but  neither  entry  was  in  as  good  condition  as  it  aught 
to  have  been.  We  grew  some  wonderful  spikes  of  this  variety 
this  season,  and  it  is  an  early  as  well  as  a  good  orange. 

We  also  have  a  smaller  orange  (Miss  Harriet)  which  has  a 
wonderful  color,  and  blooms  about  a  week  earlier  than  Dorothy 
Dell.  It  produces  over  one  hundred  percent  bloom,  and  the 
florists  were  eager  to  get  it. 

Mildred  Louise  disappointed  us  this  year,  but  perhaps  it 


will  do  better  next  time.  Golden  Flame  was  wonderful,  but  its 
color  was  not  quite  what  we  expected.  Gelser  Bros.  Red  Pirate 
was  one  of  the  finest  new  reds  we  had.  Red  Lory  produced  mar¬ 
velous  spikes  of  bloom,  but  when  twelve  or  thirteen  large  flowers 
open  up  at  one  time,  the  spikes  bend  over  and  often  break.  King 
Arthur  and  Pelegrina  were  really  worth  while,  and  such  spikes 
of  Moorish  King  would  be  hard  to  beat,  but  it  does  not  propagate 
very  fast  with  us.  Picardy  and  Wasaga  are  always  good,  and 
we  had  some  wonderful  spikes  of  Bagdad  also. 

Among  our  ten  thousand  new  seedlings,  blooming  this  year, 
we  had  several  that  produced  one  hundred  percent  eight-petaled 
flowers,  also  a  very  large  early  ruffled  glad  about  the  color  of 
Picardy,  and  some  others  that  are  different  from  any  other  glad 
1  have  ever  seen. 

This  year  we  are  introducing  only  one  new  seedling.  It  is 
a  very  large  pink,  with  about  half  of  the  inner  part  of  each  petal 
overlaid  with  a  deep  smoky  shade.  The  first  time  1  ever  saw 
this  in  bloom,  I  thought  it  the  most  beautiful  glad  1  had  ever 
seen.  It  will  be  named  Chautauqua. 

If  you  are  interested  in  extra  early  glads  that  will  produce 
over  one  hundred  percent  bloom,  we  advice  you  to  try  Gvpsy 
Girl,  Miss  Harriet  and  Lickety-split.  In  the  medium  early  class, 
we  offer  Marion  Louise,  Dorothy  Dell.  Marolee  and  Jean  Phyllis. 
If  you  want  mid-season  varieties,  Gladys  Clark  is  a  good  com¬ 
mercial  variety,  as  well  as  a  fine  exhibition  glad  and  Bonniebelle 
has  proved  a  favorite  with  our  florist.

Attracted  much 
attention  in  our  display  at  Toledo 
Flowers  well  placed  on  fine  spike. 

DOROTHY  DELL:  0932)  Orange 
Chrome,  shading  to  a  light  orange 
yellow  in  throat  with  a  slight  feath¬ 
ering  ot  red. 

This  is  by  far  the  best  orange  we 
have  ever  seen.  It  is  a  very  strong 
grower  with  a  wonderful  spike  of 
eight  large  blooms  open  at  once. 
They  are  well  placed,  and  a  sub¬ 
stance  that  we  have  been  looking 
for.  It  produces  an  abundance  of 
bulblets  that  grow. 

FANNY  CROSBY — One  of  the  finest 
triads  we  ever  grew  in  our  trial 
^rounds.  Color:  Creamy  white 
with  a  shade  of  light  yellow  in 
throat.  It  has  a  waxy  texture  like 
a  lily.  It  has  18  to  20  buds  on  a  fine 
straight  spike,  8  open.  Wonderful 
substance,  facing  and  spacing  fine.

A  won¬ 
derful  color  and  a  wonderful  Glad. 
Spikes  always  straight,  flowers  very 
well  placed,  seven  open  at  one  time, 
often  over  20  buds  on  spike,  fine  sub¬ 
stance,  good  size  and  a  good  pro¬ 
pagator  of  bulblets  that  grow. 

It  blooms  about  the  same  time  as 
Evelyn  Kirtland. 

GYPSY  GIRL— An  extra  early  Glad, 
with  large  round  petaled  type  flow¬ 
ers.  It  grows  about  four  feet  tall, 
throwing  a  straight  spike,  with  twen¬ 
ty  or  more  buds,  and  having  seven 
or  eight  well  placed  flowers  open  at 
once.  Its  color  is  scarlet,  with  a 
light  yellow  throat  blotch.  We  con¬ 
sider  this  one  of  the  finest  Glads 
we  have  ever  introduced  or  grown.

It  also  grows 
larger  and  ha:  a  better  spike,  with  a 
fine  long  shank,  24  buds,  eight  very 
large  blooms  (often  over  six  inches) 
open  at  once.  It  stands  the  hot  sun 
better  than  any  other  glad,  of  its 
size  we  have  ever  tried.  4J4  ft.  high. 

LICKETYSPLIT  —  Color:  Geranium 
pink  shading  to  flesh  pink  in  the 
throat,  with  a  carmine  red  feathering 
on  lower  petals.  This  is  very  early, 
of  fine  substance  with  a  fine  spike 
that  is  always  straight.  Flowers  open 
up  well  and  are  very  well  placed.  We 
like  this  one  very  much. 

MARION  LOUISE:  (Int.  1932)

Healthy  and  medium  strong  grower. 

MAROLEE,  (Int.  1927)— A  very  large 
flower  that  opens  up  very  different 
from  mo  si  Glads  and  attracts  much 
attention  because  of  its  shape  and 
color.  Color  is  jasper  pink  with  a 
huff  yellow  blotch  and  a  tinge  of 
scarlet  around  blotch  and  some¬ 
times  on  edge  of  petals.  See  illus¬ 
tration. 

MISS  HARRIET  —  Color:  Crome 
orange  shading  to  lemon  yellow  in 
throat,  good  straight  spike  3l/i  ft. 
tall  with  14  to  16  buds,  four  or  five 
open.  Flowers  well  placed  and  the 
substance  very  good,  be  sure  to  try 
this  one. 

MISS  MABEL — A  cupicine  orange, 
shading  to  yellow  in  the  throat,  with 
a  slight  scarlet  flame  feathering. 
Its  flowers  are  of  the  triangular 
type  with  plain  petals.  This  hardy 
prim  grand  grows  about  forty 
inches  high,  and  is  a  robust  grower. 

RUTH  CHARLOTTE:  (Int.  1932) 
Color — Deep  vinaceous  with  a  smoky 
shading  around  the  edges  and  a 
cream-colored  blotch  in  the  throat. 
It  has  a  wonderful  straight  spike
